A Sketch of Floral Park. 

The Great Seed and Florist Business of John Lewis Childs, From Which a Large 
and Thriving Village Has Been Built Up ... 200 Acres in Flowers ... 
1,500,000 Catalogues Issued Annually ... Interesting 
Facts ... The Mayflower. 


J OHN LEWIS CHILDS, the founder of Floral Park, and 
sole proprietor of the great seed and florist business there 
located, was born in Maine in 185(5. At the age of 17. 
(1874), he went to Queens, Lopg Island, N. Y., and took a 
position in a large greenhouse establishment. The next year 
he hired a few acres of ground a mile and a half from 
Queens, on the railroad line, and commenced business as 
Seedsman and Florist. The total sales from his first Cata¬ 
logue or price-list (8 pages) was barely $50, and it was five 
years before his business showed the slightest encourage¬ 
ment. It then began to grow rapidly. He purchased the 
land he occupied, and from time to time added inoro to it* 
The railroad company soon established a new station on his 
premises, which, at Mr. Childs’ request, was called Floral 
Park. It became necessary to build bulb and seed houses, 
greenhouses, dwelling houses and a large store to accommo¬ 
date his business. His mails became so large and important 
that the Government established a post office at his place, 
and building continued until now Floral Park is a thriving 
village built up entirely by this one industry, which can 
boast of being the largest and best regulated business of its 
kind in the world. 

LOCATION OF Floral Park is located on Long Island, 
FLORAL PARK. 15 miles from the heart of Brooklyn, 
and is now partly included in the ter¬ 
ritory recently annexed to New York City. The village, 
which has been built up by the business of Mr. Childs, has a 
fine School, Church, Hotel, Stores, Markets, and a system of 
water works. It is one of the most healthy and certainly the 
most beautiful spot in the vicinity of New York.

SEED STORE, brick and iron, and, consequently* 
thoroughly fire-proof. This is probably 
the finest and best-equipped Seed Store in the world. It i» 
heated by steam and lighted by gas, and has all modern ap¬ 
pliances for executing business accurately and with dis¬ 
patch. In this building are located all the business offices^ 
the Seed Department which occupies the entire third story* 
and the packing and mailing department which occupie® 
all of the first floor as well as the great brick packing room 
in the rear of the building. Over fifty people are employed 
in this building alone. 

SEED HOUSE This is a frame building with a large- 
NUMBER 2. amount of floor space used for storing* 
cleaning and drying seeds and for 
making boxes. It is located about 500 feet from tho brick 
building and, like it, has an immense cellar for bulbs and a. 
large range of greenhouses connecting with it in the rear. 

THE This is a large brick building 100x40 

BULB HOUSE. feet, three stories and basement, used 
solely for storing bulbs. During the 
late fall and winter it is filled with Gladiolus bulbs from top 
to bottom, which the late winter and spring sales reduce 
The small bulbs which are not sold are planted in the spring 
and again fill this immense building when harvested in tho 
fall.

BUILDINGS, there are fifteen or twenty more of 
various sizes which are used for vari¬ 
ous purposes In connection with the business.

All shipments for Australia 
and New Zealand go through the Auckland Agency in like 
manner. Goods for Newfoundland go through a shipping 
agent at St. John’s. Mr. Childs also has a great number of 
customers in the different European countries—in Africa, 
India, China, Japan, South America* Mexico, /West India 
Islands, and, in fact, every quarter of the globe. ' 


TRIALS and The Trial and Experiment Gardens 

EXPERIMENTS, which Mr. Childs conducts for himself 
and The Mayflower are very exten¬ 
sive. All sorts of Seeds, Plants, Fruits and Vegetables are 
tested, various experiments made, disease and insects treat¬ 
ed. The State of New York has also established its Trial 
and Experiment Gardens at Floral Park on Mr. Childs’ 
premises, and the two working in harmony afford the most 
complete and scientific establishment of the sort in the 
country. 

THE ARTIST. An expert artist is constantly employed 
at Floral Park in sketching and pho¬ 
tographing flowers and plants, drawing designs for cuts and 
painting for Colored Plates. The excellence of tbo 
Catalogue shows that this artist is not excelled anywhere.

AND HOW IT months of Floral Park. During this 

IS DONE, period of nine months it is not unusu¬ 
al for Mr. Childs to receive as high as 
eight to ten thousand letters in a single day, including hun¬ 
dreds of Registered letters and thousands containing Money 
Orders. A room on the second floor of the Seed Store is de¬ 
voted to opening these letters and checking the remittances. 
As soon as this is done the orders are taken to the booking 
room (on the same floor) where they are dated and num¬ 
bered; commencing at number ono on January 1st, the num¬ 
bers run consecutively through the year. After the 
number and date of receipt are stamped upon them the 
names of the senders are registered in. books prepared for 
the purpose, one or more books being devoted to each State 
in the Union, and each name is registered alphabetically. 
The number of the order is registered with the name. The 
order is then ready to be filled. If it contains demands for 
seed it goes to the Seed Departmenton the third floor where 
the seed required are supplied. If the order also includes 
Plants. Bulbs or Fruits it then goes down to the Packing 
Department, on the first floor, where these articles are sup¬ 
plied from the greenhouses and cold-storage sheds In con¬ 
nection with the Packing Department. Here the order is 
completed and boxed. It then goes to a room in the front of 


the building, on the satne floor, where the package or box Is 
wrapped, tied, addressed and stamped. Then into big ham¬ 
pers or bags and carried to the Poet Office, two hundred feet 
away, by the wagon load, a horse and cart and two men bei^g 
employed for this purpose nearly all the time. At the Post 
Office the stamps are cancelled and the packages put into 
sacks for the different States. Three shipments of mail per 
day are made in through sacks to every State in the Union. 
After the order is filled and the date of shipment stamped up¬ 
on it, it is taken to the booking room and filed in rotation ac¬ 
cording to its number, in files holding 500 orders each, and 
anyoneofthe.se orders among several hundred thousand 
can be referred to in about thirty seconds at any time, so 
complete and efficient is the system of booking the names, 
numbering and filing the orders. 

THE Three Catalogues are issued each year 

CATALOGUES, at a total cost, when mailed, of about 
$00,000. The regular Spring Catalogue 
(of which this is a copy) is Issued on the first of January, 
and is sent to all regular customers. This requires an edi¬ 
tion of 500,000 copies. Oil the 1st of February over 500,000 
32-pago Catalogues of “Specialties and Novelties” are is¬ 
sued which contain only the loadingNovelties and Special- 
ticsof the big Catalogue, and are issued for free distribution 
to all who apply. On tho 1st of September is issued the Fall 
Cataloguoof Hardy Bulbs for Fall planting and Winter 
blooming. This is also a 530,000 edition. It requires 142 tons 
cf paper to print tbo big Catalogue which is worth, when 
printed, $13,275. The Covers and Colored Plates cost $17,000 
more and the postage (5c. for each copy) $25,000. The Cata¬ 
logue of “Specialties and Novelties” requires 30 tons of 
paper, worth $2,855. Covers, $2,000; postage (lc. per copy) $5,000. 
The Tall Catalogue requires 50 tons of paper, worth $0,710.. 
Covers and Colored Plates worth $1,000, and postage (2c. per 
copy) $10,000. This makes a total of 1,530,000 Catalogues for 
the year, requiring 231 tons of paper and $40,000 for postage. 
Total cost of the three Catalogues $87,840. All printed by 
Mr. Childs at Floral Park on the Mayflower presses, at great 
economy in cost. 

There is probably not another house In the world that is 
known to issue 500,000 Catalogues in a year. Mr. Childs* 
output of Catalogues is, therefore, three times as great aa 
tho next largest house in tho Catalogue business. 

THE Twelve years ago Mr. Childs issued the 

MAYFLOWER, first number of The Mayflower, a 
monthly magazine devoted to flowers 
and gardening. It was a marked success from the first. In 
1804, tho business of publishing it having become so large* 
a regular Publishing Company was organized with Mr. 

A substantial brick building 150 feet 
long by 40 feet wide was erected and fitted with all modern 
machinery for the publishing business. The power is fur¬ 
nished by a powerful steam engine and light by an electric? 

Five presses of various sizes are 
employed, one of which is a $10,000 Rotary Web capable of 
printing and folding 80,000 copies of The Mayflower per 
day. The other machinery consists of three trimmers or 
cutters, five stitching machines, two folding machines, a 
grinder, a powerful steam pump, and a complete electrotyp¬ 
ing outfit. The composition of The Mayflower and Cat¬ 
alogue work is not only done here, but tho electrotypes are 
made and finished for the presses. At this establishment? 
all of Mr. Childs’ job printing is done including the mam¬ 
moth editions pf his handsome Catalogues each spring and 
fall, of which this is a specimen.

Sow seed in light sandy soil in 
the open ground, about corn planting time, and shade until they 
germinate.

A few years ago a missionary in central 
Africa sent us seed of a very peculiar, cucum¬ 
ber-like vine; which he found growing there. 
It produced a surprising amount of vine, which 
bore abundantly, and attracted a great deal of 
attention as an ornamental climber. When 
the fruit was ripe and cut open for the seed it 
was found to resemble a Cucumber in looks 
and taste. Next year a large crop was grown 
and it was discovered that the fruit when 
green, or about the size of a hen's egg, was by 
far the most tender and delicious of anything 
in the Cucumber line heretofore seen. It cer¬ 
tainly has many fine qualities. The vine is a 
rapid grower, and will climb freely to a con¬ 
siderable height on trellis or screen, or it may 
be allowed to trail over the ground. The fruit, 
which is borne profusely all summer, is a deep 
sea-green color, but when ripe turns to a dark 
orange-scarlet. When fully grown it is the 
size of a small Muskmelon, oblong, and covered 
with protruding points or horns. For eating it 
should be taken before it is too old, like any 
other Cucumber. In quality it is simply lus¬ 
cious, having the pure cucumber flavor in a 
degree of delicacy and refinement not before 
seen. It is exceedingly tender and seems to 
melt in one’s mouth, and consequently easily 
digested. People who cannot eat ordinary 
Cucumbers find no difficulty with this. Dr. 
Clowe writes recently that the natives in 
Africa do not eat it until it is fully ripe and 
the pulp becomes soft. It is then nutritious 
and very refreshing.
